Big Three Rejects Plan 
To Slash Troop Strength 
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>nt Serves io~ 


Lower Curtain on Parley

GENEVA (*>—The Western powers late today turned down Soviet 


proposals to slash foreign troop strength in Germany and to make a 
nonaggression treaty between" the East and West military alliances in 
Europe. 


In a fast moving debate confirm- 


ing the failure of the Big Four to 
agree here on the solution of any 
major .problems, Soviet .Foreign" 
Minister- V. M. .Molotov accused 
the. Western powers .of having put 
up a-number of propositions be- 
cause they did not want " to 
achieve an agreement." 


"I wouldn't like "to offend any- 


one," Molotov said "Sharply, "but 
facts are facts." 


In an earlier session today, the 


four had failed to agree on any 
specific steps for improving East- 
West relations "by relaxing restric- 
tions on. travel, trade or the ex- 
change of ideas. v.'. 


Final Effort 


Sonet Foreign Minister V. M. 


Molotov made a last ditch 'effort 
to work Red China into some in- 
ternational organization by getting 
the Big Four to agree that all 
states ought to belong to such or- 
ganizations as the international 
labor office. This and all other 
molotov proposals in this field 
were turned down. 


For his part. Molotov rejected 


Western efforts to open Soviet 
borders to the freer flow of in- 
formation and freer movement of 
peoples. He turned down a. propo- 
sition by French Foreign Minister 
Antoine Pinay •which. Pinay said 


would facilitate post-Geneva ne- 
gotiations on improving East-West 
relations. 


British Foreign Secretary Harold 


Macmillan said if the Soviet were 
not able to agree to the 'French 
proposition he thought it would he 
better to abandon attempts 'to 
reach some sort of agreement here 
which would be meaningless. Mo- 
lotov said probably the time is not 
yet • ripe to reach four-power ac- 
cord on increasing trade, travel 
and information contacts. 


Windup Wednesday 


The discussion of Sast-West con- 


tacts, begun Monday ran through 
a three-hour morning session- to- 
day. 


The last'session is scheduled for 


Wednesday. 


Molotov charged that the West- 


ern plan for improving contacts 
had been drafted as an anti-Soviet 
propaganda weapon so as to be un- 
acceptable to Russia. 


"I resent very much the sugges- 


tion that we have been acting- in 
this manner in bad faith," Dulles 
retorted.

Ganaghy made the ruling in deny- 
ing a motion by author Harvey 
O'Connor for acquittal on a con- 
tempt of Congress indictment.

ically on the writer's guilt or inno- 
cence.

Stevenson today said, "I shall 
be a candidate for the Demo- 
cratic nomination , for presi- 
dent next year." Stevenson, 
his party's 1952 candidate for 
president, issued a statement 
saying: 


"I shall do all I can to persuade 


my party to entrust that immense 
responsibility to me again be- 
cause : 


"First, I believe it important 


for the Democratic party to re- 
sume the executive direction of 
our national affairs; 


Assured of "Welcome" 


"Second, I am assured that my 


candidacy would be welcomed by 
representative people in and out 
of my party throughout the coun- 
try; 


"Third, I believe any. citizen 


should make whatever 
contribu- 


tion he can to search for a, safer 


The statement also set forth: 
"It is of first importance to re 


turn the executive branch of our 
government to the Democratic par- 
ty because it is apparent that wis 
dom and responsibility began to 
reappear in the conduct. of our af- 
fairs only with the return of Con 
gress to Democratic leadership in 
the 1954 election. 


Opportunity, Danger 


"Seldom before has the United 


States faced a period of greater 
opportunity— and greater danger. 


"Our great opportunity • lies in 


the fact that our prosperity and 
wealth can now be used to give 
all our people the higher standards 
and wider opportunities which are 
mankind's universal dream. These 
are now within our reach, not sim- 
ply for the favored few, but for 
every family in America." 


Stevenson also said that "our 


danger lies in the ambition of a 
new tyranny for -mastery of the 
world, and in Communist exploita- 
tion of the hope and discontents of 
the two-thirds of mankind who 
now demand a share in the good 
things of life." He added: 


"In partnership with our friends 


and allies, with confidence born 
of strength and influence born of 
magnanimity we must work to up- 
root the deep causes of conflict 
and tension and to outlaw the very

Justice Warren Says 'No', 
But So Did Ike and Adlai 
He'll Be Under Pressure 
If President Ducks Race

"WASHINGTON «i—ewer justice 
Eatl Warren can hardly escape 
some political indigestion if he 
ever tries to eat the words he used 
in saying he is not a presidential 
candidate. They were pretty em- 
phatic. 
. 


He said his decision was "irre- 


vocable" 
under 
any 
"circum- 


stances or conditions." President 
Eisenhower sounded pretty em- 
phatic too^back in early 1948, four 
years before he ran, in saying he 
wouldn't run. He said he was "pos- 
itive." 


Adlai Hesitated 


In 1952, before he accepted the 


Democratic nomination, Adlai Ste- 
venson said he didn't want it. But 
his statements, looking back on 
them now, don't sound as convinc- 
ing as-Warren's or Eisenhower's. 
He never quite closed the door. 


Whether Warren likes it or not— 


knd he is reported to have told 
friends privately he doesn't like it 
a bit and won't change his mind- 
He is constantly" being mentioned 
as the man the Republicans may 
have to call on in 1956. 
. Warren made his renunciation of 
political' ambitions back in April 
1955 when there was still reason 
to believe Eisenhower would seek 
* second term. It was before 


I the President's heait attack made 
lit unlikely he would, or could, run 
again. 


He'll Be Pressured 


If Eisenhower doesn't run, and 


if the Republicans think their only 
chance is with Warren, he will 
be under heavy pressure to change 
his mind. He hasn't been asked 
publicly what he would do if his 
party drafted him in 1956. 


The 64-year-old Warren, in poli- 


tics since 1923 and three times gov- 
ernor of California, 
was 
made 


chief justice of the United States 
by Eisenhower in 1953. 


He issued the following state- 


ment last April after a nationwide 
poll reported he was the top choice 
of Republican and independent vot- 
ers if Eisenhower decided not to 
run: 


"My name has been used as a 


possible candidate for the presi- 
dency. This has been a matter of 
embarrassment to me because it 
reflects upon the performance of 
my duties as' chief justice of the 
United States. 


"When I accepted . that position, 


it was with the' fixed purpose of 
leaving politics permanently for 
service on the court. That is still 
my purpose. It is irrevocable. I 
will not change it under any cir- 
cumstances or conditions. 


"6e they few or many, the re- 


maining useful years of my life 
are dedicated to the service of the 
Supreme C o u r t of the United 
States, in which work I am in- 
creasingly happy."

"draft-Eisenhower" 


move got under way in 1947, the 
general said, "I don't want any- 
thing to do with politics." He went 
even further than that with a 
lengthy statement — on Jan. 23, 
1948 — part of which said: 


"My decision to remove myself 


completely from the political scene 
is definite and positive ... I could 
not accept nomination even under 
the remote circumstances that it 
was tendered me . . . I am not 
available for and could not accept 
nomination to high political office." 


But after the 1948 elections, 


when he was again being men- 
tioned as a candidate in 1952, he 
s o u n d e d a little less "positive" 
than in 1948 and finally ran. 


Stevenson was governor of Illi- 


nois in April 1952 when he was 
being looked at as a likely Demo- 
cratic nominee. He said then "I 
could not accept the. nomination" 
because he wanted to run for an- 
other term as governor. 


He kept saying that practically 


up to the moment he was nomi- 
nated, and accepted, in the sum- 
mer of 1952. But he is expected 
to announce in Chicago today he 
will try as hard as he can to be 
nominated by the Democrats again 
in 1956.

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Our Population Problems 


At Geneva they talk of disarmament, of putting Ger- 


many back together again, of a security system for Europe. 
What may really be the world's greatest problem—the tre- 
mendous population upsurgg—stands in the shadows behind 
the conferring statesmen. 


No one would argue for an instant that the matters 


which engage the men at Geneva are inconsequential. Pos- 
sible settlement of issues that otherwise might lead to hy- 
drogen warfare obviously is of paramount significance. 


Yet the statesmen might be much more willing to settle 


if they were prepared to measure realistically the steadily 
building population pressures which beset the world., 


Some of the predictions of the population experts are 


staggering. 
Suppose, for example, that a hydrogen war erupted and 


wiped out the entire Russian and American peoples (382 
million) but somehow miraculously spared the rest of the 
world. At normal rates of world growth, this deficit would 
be made up in 10 years. * 
* 
* 


Today's world total is 2.8 billion, and forecasts are that 


it may reach 6.6 billion by 1987. The rate of increase, world- 
wide, is 1 per cent a year. For long ages it was .02. At the 
outset of the 19th century it had climbed to 0.3 per cent, and 
it has been rising mdst of the time since. 


In the great underdeveloped lands—China, India, Pakis- 


tan, Egypt and others in Asia, Africa and Latin America— 
the present rate is closer to 3 per cent a year. Here in areas 
swamped with people, the burden grows more crushing every 
day.Thse lands find it almost impossible even to keep pace 
economically with the population growth, let alone lift their 
living standards. 


Since World War IT, Pakistan has boosted food output 


20 per cent, a sizable achievement. Yet today it provides 10 
per cent less food per person than in 1940, because popula- 
tion has mounted so fast.* 
• 
• 


Under India's recent planning, 15 million farm acres 


may be added by 1956. But the extra output will be largely 
consumed in providing basic sustenance for the nearly five 
million Indians added to the country's population yearly. 


Not even the most bountiful lands can ignore the poten- 


tial dangers. We may avoid the distress and famine that 
repeatedly have visited less fortunate areas and now may 
do so more often. But we could reach a critical point in 
three or four decades where we will find it hard to main- 
tain and advance our prized living standards. 


The scholars have had this problem long enough. It's" 


time it found its way to> the highest council tables. If it 
doesn't get there pretty;soon, some of the matters the 
statesmen do consider may begin to look like schoolboys' 
games in comparison.

The Doctor Says 


Irritating Agent Is Usually 
The Villain in Gastritis 


By EDWIN I». JORDAN, M-D. 


"My husband," writes Mrs. E., 


"has been suffering for some time 
with gastritis. Would you discuss 
this as soon as possible?" 


Gastritis is the term used to des- 


cribe inflammation of the inner 
lining of the stomach. 


It is not as common as some 


other disorders of the digestive 
track — or the stomach itself—and 
is usually a simple inflammation 
which is followed by recovery when 
the source of .the irritation has 
been removed. 


IT CAX. AND USUALLY does, 


result from something swallowed, 
such as an irritating food or such 
things as spices or alcohol. 


Although the stomach wall is 


acutely inflamed, the inflammation 
does riot last more than a week, 
as a rule, and clears up without 
causing complications. 


Symptoms usually start a few 


hours after swallowing the irritat- 
ing agent. Loss of appetite and an 
uncomfortable feeling in the abdo- 
men, sometimes with pain, are 
common. Nausea, headache, belch- 
ing and slight fever are also fre- 
quent. 


A MOKE SEVERE FORM of 


gastritis is that which comes from 
swallowing an extremely irritating 
substance such as acids or lye.

Also, some form of gastritis re- 


sult from acute infections such as 
influenza, pneumonia, measles and 
scai'let fever. 
"Most gastritis, however, is not of 
itself fatal, and if the disease which 
causes the gastritis improves, th« 
gastritis will get better as well. 


There are chronic inflammations 


of the stomach, too. The caus« 
often cannot be discovered, though 
there are several theories. Symp- 
toms vary a great deal depending 
on how serious the stomach is in- 
volved and how long the condition 
has been present. 


THE TREATMENT of all forms 


of gastritis, of course, depends on 
their nature, the cause, how long 
they have been present, and th* 
general condition of the patient. 


Because it is now possible to look 


at the inside of the stomach, we 
now know much, more about this 
organ. 


Attempts have been made to look 


into the stomach directly for many 
years. However, the early instru- 
ments were rigid tubes, and to us« 
them to look into the stomach was 
much like making the patient a 
sword swallower in the circus. 


Since 1932. however, the use of 


the flexible gastroscope has made 
possible the direct viewing of the 
lining of the stomach an easy task 
when skillfully performed.

said he did not remove the bomb 
from his car trunk until "about 
5:15 p. m. on Kov.

As soon as they had left, he 


transferred the dynamite sticks, 
caps and wire to a paper sack. 


He said the device was rigged 


so that when 90 minutes were up— 
the maximum time allowed him 
by the timing device. "I knew the 
circuit between the caps and the 
battery . . . would detcihate the 
dynamite." 


He waived a hearing on a 


"peacetime sabotage" charge Mon- 
day and was jailed in lieu of $100.-

The Farm Problem: 
Some Farmers See Benson 
As Cause of Farm Woes 
Farm Bureau Lukewarm 
In Its Support of Hint 


Editor's Vole: Secretary of Ag-

WASHINGTON (31 — "I've got a 


bad case of Benson, blues." 


These were the words farmer 


Robert Lee of Larimore. N. D.^ 
used to put across .at a recent 
Senate Agriculture Committee hear- 
ing how he felt about Secretary of 
Agriculture Benson and the Eisen- 
hower administration farm .pro- 
gram. 
; 


All Are "Blue" 


A lot of farmers — and Repub- 


lican politicians as well — have the 
same kind of blues if what they 
told the senators 'at more than a 
dozen hearings in major farming 
areas — and newsmen in side in- 
terviews — is an accurate reflec- 
tion of sentiment in agricultural 
sections of the country. 


The most outspoken criticism of 


Benson was voiced at hearings in 
Minnesota, the Dakotas, Oregon 
and Texas. At Worthington. Minn., 
a farmer audience cheered and ap-

plauded the declaration of plain- 
spoken farmer.that "Benson ;must 
go." But a defense of Benson's 
policies drew some applause too. 
~ Generally speaking, criticism of 
the,(secretary was the sharpest and 
most, frequent in areas where the 
National Farmers' Union is the 
strongest. 


This farm organization has long 


been critical of Republican farm 
policies. It has been closely asso- 
ciated with Democratic policies 
and leaders. Charles F. Brannan, 
secretary of agriculture under Pres- 
ident; Truman, is a top official in 
the union. 


Seldom Mentioned 


But in states like Towa. Califor- 


nia, 
Indiana and Ohio, where the 


rival Farm Bureau Federation is 
strong, Benson seldom was men- 
tioned in testimony by farmer wit- 
nesses. When questioned on the 
side, most farmers "would say the 
GOP farm chief was not very popu- 
lar "out my way:" 


Many farmers would "say that 


they admired Benson for his "sin- 
cerity, honesty and courage in 
standing up for what he believed 
to be right." But they would add 
they did not believe his policies 
offtred much hope for farmers in 
a farm situation dominated, they 
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be Served Also 


said, by surpluses and overproduc- 
tion. 


Those who came to the secre- 


tary's defense were in the minority. 


Naturally, local and state/Repub- 


lican leaders would hot, allow them- 
selves to be quoted by name. But 
most of those interviewed expressed 
a belief that the party would los* 
heavily in farm states. if Benson 
continued as ..secretary. 


White Collar .Support 


On the other hand, strong1 sup- 


port for the secretary was found 
among business and professional 
men and white col^r workers in 
urban areas. 


There was a strong tendency 


among farmers to associate the 
flexible price support program — 
which most often was referred to 
as the "sliding scale" — with Ben 
son rather' than with President 
Eisenhower. 


Many fanners said they believed 


the Republicans would win next 
year if Eisenhower ran even though 
he kept Benson. But they said the 
party would have little chance if 
it did not have the President as its 
nominee but kept the secretary. 


Much of the farmer criticism of 


Benson reflects a feeling.that flex- 
ible supports''will not do the job 
which the.-secretary, claims they 
will do. The "sliding scale'' is de- 
signed to discourage overproduc- 
tion in times of surpluses by: lower- 
ing price supports .and to ericqur- 
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iff* production In timet of nhort- 


«• by railing the price Incentive. 
Farmer-critics contend that in 


time* of toil-pluses of most prod- 
ucts, such as now, fanners actually 
tend to produce more rather than 
leia when price supports are low- 
ered. They say the farmer's re- 
action is to grow more to offset 
the effects of lower prices on his 
income. 
. 
• 


Allowed Diversion . 


Many find fault with'Benson be- 


cause h« set up and then withdrew 
measures designed to prevent the 
diversion' of. surplus wheat, corn, 
cotton, rice and peanut land into 
the production of "other 'crops this 
year. They'said surpluses would 
not have .been as large as they 
now are and prices would average 
higher now had he retained those 
measures. , 


• 'Many;blame him for'this year's 
sharp drop in hog prices. They 
say 'lie encouraged an "over-pro- 
duction" of livestock feed grains 
last year that was followed by a 
further drop in grain prices. 


Because hog prices were rela- 


tively high at the time, many farm- 
ers produced more hogs to feed the 
grain to rather than- sell it. The 
result was an overproduction of 
hogs and the big decline in prices 
when the' hogs reached market size 
this year. 


Many also criticize Benson on 


the ground that he is "to slow and 


reluctant" to extend aid to farmers 
in emergency situations growing 
out of drought and other disasters 
and out of abnormal market price 
declines. 


Farm Bureau Lukewarm 


Earlier in the present adminis- 


tration, Benson policies had str&ng 
backing from the American Farm 
Bureau Federation. The Senate 
committee hearings showed that 
many Farm Bureau members as 
well as state bureau officials do not 
now believe his policies are ade- 
quate to meet the present farm 
situation. 


Many of these farmers and lead- 


ers advocate a, "soil bank',' plan 
under which farmers would be re- 
quired to take a uniform percent- 
age of their land out of produc- 
tion! The farmers would be given 
a rental and conservation payment 
as compensation for doing this. 


Sen. Sparkman 
For Stevenson

Russell 'said the basic job of 


agriculture "is the fixation of sol- 
ar energy and the elaboration of 
nitrogen compounds in forms hu- 
mans can use" —and that recent 
developments 
indicate chemists 


can do this, too. 


>"ot Indispensable 


"We have no foundation for as- 


suming agriculture is indispensa- 
ble," he said. "We must take into 
consideration whether this func- 
tion can be performed more effi- 
ciently in some other way." 


Although the green plants on 


America's farms are the main 
sources so far for trapping and 
utilizing solar energy, Russell said 
alarm bells should be ringing in 
farmers' ears when they read 
about scientific developments like 
photosynthesis and solar-powered 
batteries. 
, 


He referred to the Bell Tele- 


phone Co.'s experimental batteries 
powered by the sun, and an an- 
nouncement by another scientist 
this year that photosynthesis—the 
process by which plants utilize the 
sun's energy—can now be earned 
on outside of a living cell. 


In the face of this evidence, Rus- 


sell said, farmers who take the po- 
sition that "we'll always have to 
eat and so.will have to raise corn 
to feed livestock" are on danger- 
ous ground. 


Must Be Efficient 


He said farmers must keep their 


iand more efficient than chemical 
factories and processing plants if

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they are to withstand competition 
which may arise from these sourc- 
es. 


'•\Ve must keep abreast of scien- 


tific developments, ana adapt ag- 
ricultural practices to utilize this 
new information," he said. 


More happily, Russell said, sci- 


ence has provided many products 
that will benefit farmers. Among 
them he cited new methods of 
sterlization of foods and develop- 
ment of new plant growth regu- 
lators. 


But at the same* lime, he cau- 


tioned, science has produced oth- 
er things which add up to increas- 
ing, competition for the farmer, in 
fulfilling agriculture's basic func- 
tion of turning solar energy and 
nitrogen compounds into consumer 
goods.

— presumably to avoid unnec- 
ess^ry stair-climbing while he con- 
tinues his recovery from a heart 
attack. 


It's a quiet household nowadays. 


White H o u s e Press Secretary 
James C. Hagerty told newsmen, 
in response to questions, that the 
staff is limited to the President's 
valet, a cook and Mrs. Eisenhow- 
er's maid. 


Later some Filipino messboys

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Argentine Labor Strike 
To Test New Government 


BUENOS AIRES W—The defiant 


General Confederation of Labor 
(GOT) and Argentina's new gov- 
ernment locked horns today over 
a general strike call that could 
either 
smash 
Peronista 
labor 


bosses or shake the government. 


Early indications were that the 


strike had failed to reach its goal 
of paralyzing the nation. 


Maj. Gen. Pedro Aramburu— 


who only, 48 hours earlier had 
ousted Maj. Gen. Eduardo Lonardi 
us provisional president—met the 
strike challenge head on. 


Called Illegal 


The government declared the 


strike illegal and warned that any- 
body who incited it or tried to 
"restrict the freedom to work 
will be arrested and prosecuted." 


Andres Farmini and Luis Nata- 


lini, CGT's two secretaries gen- 
eral, were reported already ar- 
rested. 


About 20 other persons were re- 


ported arrested for trying to per- 
suade workers at two meat plants 
in La Plata to strike. 


At dawn, four planes, apparently 


navy fighters, roared in forma- 
tion over Buenos Aires. They flew 
low and methodically crisscrossed 
the capital, as if looking for any 
trouble spots and giving the im- 
pression the government meant 
business. 


Police said effectiveness of the 


strike varied widely in Buenos 
Aires Province outside the federal 
capital. They reported industrial 
and meat plants in Avellaneda 
were struck virtually 100 per cent. 


Some Near Normal 


But operations were about 90 


per cent of normal in similar 
plants at La Plata, .Ensenada and 
other centers where anti-Peronis- 
tas had seized control of the 
unions. 


The overthrow of the Juan Peron 


dictatorship Sept." 19 resulted in 
many anti-Peronista leaders seiz- 
ing control of unions. The CGT 
leadership has been demanding 
that the government displace the 
'.'usurpers."

The General Confederation of 


Commercial Employes, the Work- 
ers Federation in Naval Construc- 
tion, and the Syndicate of Free 
Chauffeurs and Taxi Drivers here 
joined other unions in denouncing 
the strike.

INDIANAPOLIS W-Daniel J. 


Tobin; Irish immigrant boy who 
became head of the biggest Amer- 
ican labor union, died Monday 
night of high blood pressure and 
heart disease. 


The president of the AFL Team- 


sters Union from 1907 ^intil 1952 
was 83 but didn't know the exact 
date of his birth in County Clare, 
Ireland. 


Tobin was a confidant of Presi- 


dent Franklin D. Roosevelt and 
headed the labor division of the 
Democratic National Committee 
in' each of FDR's election cam- 
paigns. 


Fought Reds 


He fought Communism, urged 


his followers to consider the strike 
only as a weapon of last resort, 
and advocated merger of the AFL 
and CIO. 


He was a man of strong opinions 


in his 45 years . as head of the 
teamsters,* but his conception of 
Craft unionism finally was swal- 
lowed up by the unlimited juris- 
diction policy of Dave Beck of 
Seattle, who succeeded him. 


Tobin came to the United States 


in 1890 and made $11 a week on one 
of his first jobs. The Teamsters 
Union paid him $30,000 a year and 
traveling expenses, and provided 
a winter home for him in -Miami 
Beach.

When he became president emer- 


itus, he and Beck each were given 
salaries of $50,000 a year. 


Credited With Merger 


Tobin was credited with per- 


suading 
two 
rival 
teamsters' 


unions to merge in 1903 -into the 
international brotherhood. He be- 
came its first general president in 
1907.

Single Vaccine Shot Cuts 
Paralytic Polio, Claim 
Special Report Says 
Immunity Is Greater

KANSAS CITY Of)—Even a sin- 


gle shot of Salk polio vaccine 
sliced paralytic polio this year 50 
to 80 per cent, an official prelimi- 
nary government report declared 
today. 


The report was called "awfully 


good news. The vaccine works." 


It comes from a special Public 


Health Service surveillance unit 
summarizing all the detective work 
to learn what actually happens to 
children having polio shots, com- 
pared with those who had none. 


Children taking the prescubed 


second and third shots should get 
even better protection, said Dr. 
Alexander D. Langmuir. of the 
health service's communicable dis- 
ease center (CDC) which reported 
the study. 
/ 


Standards Tightened 


Since the middle of May, there 


has been no repoit that any vac- 
cine in use was not safe, the re- 
port 
said. 
Government safety 


standards on production of vaccine 
were revised an dtighlened early 
that month. 


Some polio experts to say the re- 


sults are so good that all available 
vaccine might best be used to give 
single shots immediately to as 
many children as possible, rather 
than giving a series of three shots 
to a smaller number of children. 


Roughly 25 million doses of vac- 


cine have been approved and re- 
leased by the Public Health Serv- 
ice for use. 


They argue that single shots, 


spread as quickly as possible 
among the estimated 60 million 
persons under age 21, would be the 
fastest way of building up immuni- 
ty to curb or prevent polio epi- 
demics. In a short time, they fore- 
see eradication of polio. 


Some Disagree 


Other 
polio experts 
disagree 


that widespread single shots first 
would be the best method, or that 
quick eradication is possible. 


A few are critical of the vac- 


cine itself, or urge a go-slow pol- 
icy. 


The new report on vaccine ef- 


fectiveness was presented to the 
American Public Health Assn. by 
Dr. Langmuir, Dr. Neal Nathan 
son and William Jackson Hall, 
Ph. D., of the Polio Surveillance 
Unit and CDC. 


This unit was set up last April 


28 in the CDC after reports of 
polio connected with use of some 


lots of vaccine from the Cutter 
Laboratories, Berkeley, Calif. Its 
staff made studies and summar- 
ized studies fiom health officials 
!n various states as to what hap- 
pened to vaccinated and nonvac- 
cinated children. 


"Tentative results, subject to 


modification and revision, reveal 
that the attack rates for paralytic 
polio are from two to five times 
greater in the unvaccinated than 
the vaccinated children," .the re- 
port said. "Less marked but fa- 


vorable differences ftra reported 
for nonparalytic cases." 


Check Key Point 


A main key investigation is how 


many children reported to have 
polio at first diagnosis actually did 
have this disease, or were actu- 
ally paralyzed, whether vaccinated 
or not, the report gaid. 


In some states, like New York, 


making intensive studies to deter- 
mine actual incidence of paralytic 
polio, 
vaccinated children 
ap- 


peared to have', a 5-to-l better 
chance—or 80 per cent—of escap 
ing paralytic polio, Dr. Langmuir 
said. 


In others making less intensive 


checks as Georgia, the vaccinat- 
ed children seemed^o have'a, 2-to-l 
or 50 per cent better chance of 
not having, paralytic polio.

aid of nearly a score of death row 
companions who joined in the food 
fast.

Caipenter. are c o n d e m n e d to 
death. They refused to eat when 
the evening meal was offered Mon- 
day night in Cook County's maxi- 
mum security jail wing. 


When Carpenter, convicted Fri- 


day of murdering a police detec- 
tive and 'sentenced to death in the 
electric chair, turned his back on 
a food tray, his inmate cohorts did 
likewise.

Shoe Unions 
Threaten to 
Spread Tieup 


ST. LOUIS Utt— Union officials 


have threatened to extend picket 
lines to non-organized plants and 
tanneries of the International and 
Brown shoe companies unless a 
strike against the firms is settled 
by Thursday night. 


The threat followed charges by 


International Shoe that strikers en- 
gaged in "strong arm" tactics in 
mass picketing at the company's 
headquarters building here Mon- 
day. 


Some 26,000 members of the AFL 


Boot &. Shoe Workers and the CIO 
United Shoe Workers are in the 
second week of the industry's big- 
gest strike. Sixty plants in six 
states have been shut clown. 


A scheduled meeting between of- 


ficials of the unions and Interna- 
tional, arranged by die Federal 
Conciliation Service, was called off 
by the shoe firm Monday because 
of the mass picketing. 


Ben. Berk, regional director of 


the AFL union, then announced 
that unless the strike was settled 
wtihin -18 to 72 hours the picketing 
would be extended to 17 unorgan- 
ized plants of the two firms and 
tanneries in upper 
New York 


State and Philadelphia. 


Some 300 pickets took part in 


the demonstration at Internation- 
al's headquarters. Berk termed the 
mass picketing "spontaneous" and 
"the most orderly I've ever seen." 


But James Lee Johnson,, vice 


president of the company, said 
some office workers were "forcibly 
pulled away'' from the office door 
and. that there was a lot of shout- 
ing. Johnson said non-union office 
workers and warehouse employes, 
members of an independent union, 
reported for work as usual' after 
the mass picketing ended. 


Johnson said he felt the mass 


picketing was illegal and that the 
unions were not bargaining- in good 
faith. He added the firm would be 
more amenable to meeting with 
the unions if mass picketing 
ceases.

Economist Says Our Free 
System Frightens Soviets 


CHICAGO—(Special)— The best 


guarantee against World War.Ill 
is the continued healthy opera- 
tion, expansion and prosperity of 
the American free enterprise sys- 
tem, according to Dr. Nicholas 
Nyaradi, chairman of the Bradley 
University department of econ- 
omics. 


SPOKE IN DIXOX 


Dr. 
Nyaradi is 
known by 


many Disunites who heard him 
when lie addressed the Dixon 
High School PTA two years 
a;to. 


Nyaradi spoke to farmers at- 


tending- the meeting- of the Illinois 
Agricultural Auditing- Association 
today in Chicago. About 5,000 Illi- 
nois farm men and women are 
attending the annual meeting of 
the Illinois Agricultural Associa- 
tion and its affiliated companies 
at the hotel. The four-day conven- 
tion of th« statewide Farm Bu- 
reau group closes Thursday. 


"The only reason we are not in 


a shooting war with Russia today 
is not because of our superiority 
in A-bombs or H-bombs. But it is 
simply that the Soviet leaders 
know in a shooting war the Rus- 
sian economy 
would never be 


able to match the superiority of 
American industry and agricul- 
ture," Nyaradi stated. 


"Therefore, the American ecno- 


omy cannot he the targ-et of ir- 
responsible talk, lose statements, 
or gloomy predictions, 
because 


this American economy is the 
greatest treasure ,of 165 million 
Americans," the former finance 
minister 'of Hungary said. 
. "I. won't say such loose 'talk 
could cause a depression. But it 
could create an atmosphere of 
fear and uncertainty," Nyaradi 
said. "You can frighten the Amer- 
ican businessman away from ex- 
pansion, the farmer frorn^ buying 
farm implements, the housewife 
from buying appliances, by telling- 
them there are hard times ahead. 


"Real damager can be done be- 


cause the great majority of Amer- 
ican people neither 
know the 


working nor appreciate the bless- 
ing of this American economic 
system," the economist said. 


Nyaradi said it's important that 


Americans 
should 
know 
more 


about their economy, "especially 
when we hear a mounting'clamor 
for more concentration, for more 
coordination, for more guarantee- 
ing: annual wages, and what not. 


"Behind the Iron Curtain, where 


the Kremlin has actually achieved 
such stability among 900 million 
people,' it's the stability of mis-, 
ery," Nyaradi stated. "And there 
is coordination and quiet and 
equilibrium—the coordination and 
quiet and equilibrium of a ceme- 
tery." 


Nyaradis chided American citi- 


zens for not taking enough interest 
in voting-. He referred to an elec- 
tion in Hungary after the war. 
when 95 per cent of the Hungarian 
people voted. 


''If.only 4(Tor 50 per cent of the 


American people continue to ex- 
ercise 
their 
voting- rights, 
it 


could mean that little more than 
one fourth of the electorate could 
vote in overnight fascism, social- 
ism, or even communism, ajid 
there wouldn't be a thing- on earth 
we could do about it," Nyaradi 
said. 


"O course I know people -will 


say 'such things can't happen to 
us.' In answer,. I have seen 
eight European countries where 
the people wore also convinced 
such things couldn't happen. They 
awoke one morning to find these 
things had happened," Nyaradi 
concluded. 
Antibiotic 
Aids War 
On Fungi 


URBANA—A new antibiotic that 


works against fungi as streptomy- 
cin does against bacteria has been 
developed by scientists at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois in cooperation 
with Upjohn Company, Kalamazoo, 
Michigan. 


David Gottlieb and Alfred Am- 


mann of the plant pathology de- 
partment and Herbert E. Carter, 
head of the University chemistry 
department, worked on this anti- 
biotic at the University of Illinois. 
It is called Filipin. 


The new antibiotic inhibits a 


wide variety of fungi, including 
parasites of plants and animals. It 
is not poisonous to plants and gives 
protection against some seed-rot- 
ting fungi, as well as against leaf 
parasites. 


It does not affect germination 


of seeds except to protect against 
some seed fungi that can cut down 
the percentage of germination. 


The antibiotic was isolated from 


cultures of streptomycetes found 
in Philippine soil. Details of the 
work were .given in the October 
issue " of Phytopathology, official 
journal of the American Phyto- 
pathological Society.

Of Bean Tests 


URBANA — Soybean yield* at 


the Illinois Experiment 
Station 


have shown & progressively higher 
advantage for a four-year rotation. 


L. B. Miller, soil fertility spec- 


ialist at the University of Illinois 
College 
of agriculture, reports 


that, in a two-year corn-soybean 
rotation al^the station fields here, 
bean yields' during the past four 
years have averaged 17.4 bushels 
an acre without soil treatment and 
20.4 bushels with treatment of 
lime, phosphate, potash and nitro- 
gen. 


Corresponding 
yields of 
soy- 


beans in a four-year rotation of 
corn, soybeans, wheat and mixed 
hay have averaged 21.4 bushels an 
acre without treatment and 28.2 
bushels with treatment. 


This experiment began in 1947 


on depleted brown silt loam soil. 
The plots are duplicated and ran- 
domized for accuracy. In 1947 the 
bean yields were slightly higher in 
the two-year rotation than in the 
four-year rotation. Since then the 
advantage has always been with 
the four-year system, and it has 
become progressively larger. 


During the past four years (1952- 


3955) untreated land in the corn, 
beans, wheat hay rotation has 
yielded one. bushel more per acre 
than treated land in the corn-bean 
rotation, and treatment has re- 
sulted, in a 7.8-bushel advantage for 
the longer rotation, Miller points 
out. 


Cost account records show that 


y. yield of about 17 bushels of soy: 
beans per acre is required to pay 
the cost .of producing an acre of 
soybeans in central Illinois.

And Little Bounce Expected

Th» hog market is probably 


near its low for this season. Recent 
prices were $4 to $5 lower than 
thoee of one year before, and the 
lowest since wartime 1944, when 
hog production reached an all-time 
high. Wholesale prices for pork 
cuts were S3 to $10 a. hundred 
pounds lower than a year ago. 


Here are 
some reasons for 


thinking that hog prices may have 
reached a firm, bottom: 


1. Farmers have been selling 


hogs faster than they did last 
year. In September and October 
they sold about 14 per cent more 
hogs than the year before, al- 
though the spring pig crop was 
only 9 per cent larger. This means 
less pork per hog slaughtered and 
less backing-up of hogs on farms. 
Farmers may remember the poor 
markets of last winter and plan 
not to get caught in them this 
year. 


2. Hog prices are unusually low 


in relation to prices of most other 
products. 


Buying Power Up 


3. Consumer buying power is 


about 7 per cent greater than it 
was a year ago and is still' in- 
creasing. 


4. Recent prices offer packers 


and retailers good opportunities to 
make attractive profit margin3, so 
they will buy aggressively for re- 
sale and storage. 


In recent years hog prices have 


averaged lower in December than 
in any other month. Earlier mar- 
ketings seem likely to bring the 
low in November in most future 
years. 


Hog prices usually rise 15 to 20 


per cent from their fall low to 
their winter high. While they may 
be bumping on bottom now, they 
are not likely to bounce much this 
winter. Farmers are raising many 
more fall pigs than they formerly 
raised, and this fall crop supplies 
a lot of pork in the late winter 
and spring. 


Crop Greater 


The fall pig crop (June-Novem- 


ber farrowings) probably totals 
more than 41 million head. This 
number is about 3 per cent more 
than the number produced in 1951, 
Uie previous record for peacetime 
years. The 1955 spring pig crop of 
60.5 million head was not a record 
for peacetime years, being 3 per 
cent below that of 1951. 


Even though prices could climb 


a bit, it may not pay to hold back 
your hogs unless you need them to 
salvage corn from the fields. We 
have no insurance aganist a fur- 
ther price decline. Discounts for 
heavy hogs usually increase dur- 
ing the winter because farmers 
ship increasing numbers of this 
weight. 


Discount Heavies 


Large discounts on heavy hogs 


usually continue through March. 
During the winters from 1947 
through 1953, 240- to 270-pound 
hogs sold around $1 lower than 
200- to 220-pound weights. Prices 
of hogs weighing over 270 pounds 
were discounted still more. 


There is still danger that farm- 


ers will hold back too many hogs 
and build up excessive numbers of 
heavy hogs .for the winter mar- 
kets. Corn is cheap, making costs 
of additional gains low. Much com 
is lying on the ground an cannot 
.be saved except by keeping hogs 
in the fields. If 1956 spring far- 
rowings 
are .not increased, 
a 


larger proportion of gilts .will be 
marketed this winter than last 
winter. 


The quarterly pig crop report, 


issued in September, indicated 
that farmers in the Corn Belt 
planned to have 2 per cent fewer 
sows farrow in December, Jan- 
uary., and February than they had 
a year ago. Later farrowings in 
the Corn Belt, and also outside the 
Corn Belt, may show a slight in- 
crease over 1955.

Hunt Safely;

URBANA—As the 1955 Illinois 


hunting season opens, use com- 
mon sense in handling guns. When 
you hunt, consider others and show 
good sportsmanship and good man- 
ners. 
' In 1954 about one-third of all 
deaths from accidental shooting 
occurred in hunting, says O. L. 
Hogsett, extension safety special- 
ist at the University of Illinois Col- 
lege of Agriculture. 


No game animal or bird is worth 


the risk of shooting a fellow hunt- 
er. If you can't see where your 
shot is going, don't shoot. There 
may be someone in your line of 
lire. 


Don't carry a loaded gun in an 


automobile, a boat 'or other con- 
veyance. Load your gun only after 
reaching the hunting area. Make 
sure the muzzle is pointed away 
from everybody and toward the 
ground. Do not carry a gun with 
the safety off. And, last of all, 
don't mix gunpowder and alcohol.

Extra Depth in 
Plotting Means 
More Limestone 


URBANA—About one-sixth more 


limestone than the standard .rec- 
ommendation should be applied for 
every inch of plowing depth over 
six inches, 'according to C. M. 
Linsley, extension soil specialist at 
the University of Illinois. 


S t a n d a r d 
recommendations, 


Linsley says, are designed to cor- 
rect the acidity in a six-inch plow 
layer. Where land is plowed deep- 
er than that, there is more soil 
acidity per acre to be neutralized. 


For example, where a soil tests 


medium acid, three tons of lime- 
stone are recommended to correct 
the acidity on an acre of land 
plowed to a depth of six inches. 


If, however, the land were plow- 


ed to a depth of eight inches, it 
would-take a third more limestone, 
or about 1,000 pounds more per 
inch of plowing depth over six 
inches. Linsley notes. 


Robert H. Ouchstetter, Sublette 


Township, working with his voca- 
tional agricultural instructor, Fred 
Morris, Mendota High School, ex- 
perimented this year with 80-inch 
corn rows and a legume seeding. 


The mixed legume seeding was 


sowed at the time of second culti- 
vation. He got a good stand, aver- 
aging six to eight plants per square 
foot. There was practically nothing 
right in the row for about four each 
side. 


The corn yield in the 80-Inch 


rows was 68 bushels per Acre. 
Where it was planted in the regu- 
lar 40 inch rows, with no legume 
seeding, the yield wa» 80 bushels 
per acre. In the 80-inch rows 
there were 12,300 stalks per acre. 
He thought the yield could be a 
little bigger with a heavier stand. 
He had good moisture conditions 
all year. 
In some places in the state were 


moisture was lacking the seeding 
results were not as good as report- 
ed here.

Antarctic 
Expedition 
On Its Way 


NORFOLK. Va. ®—Two cargo 


ships bound for the antarctic head- 
ed southward along the Atlantic 
coast today on the first leg of an 
expedition 
whose leader, Rear 


Adm. Richard E. Byrd, called "an 
important milestone in history." 


The ships Wyandot and Ames, 


the latter the flagship of Rear 
Adm. 
George Dufek, were wished 


godspeed by Byrd and other naval 
and government dignitaries Mon- 
day as they left here to begin this 
nation's permanent occupation of 
bases at the bottom of the world. 


Dufek is commander of the task 


force. The five other ships in the 
expedition sailed last week. 


Byrd, America's foremost polar 


explorer, came to Norfolk to see 
the vessels off. He •will join the 
convoy later in New Zealand. He 
plans to remain in the antarctic 
for two years, except for an occa- 
sional trip back to the United 
States to ""have legislation enact- 
ed" for benefit of the 
project 


known as Operation Deepfreeze. 


Seven stations will be establish- 


ed on the antarctic continent by 
the expedition and 70 American 
scientists will conduct geophysical 
studies at those stations in 1957 
and 1958. 


In the past, the United States 


often has been without a president 
for brief periods, notably when 
inauguration day was March 4 
and fell on a Sunday which some- 
times meant that one president 
went out of office at midnight 
March 3 and another was not 
sworn in until March 5.
